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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Meyers et al. 
(5,485,215). 

Regarding claim 9, Meyers discloses a raster converter and interpolation filter 
showing a deformatter and router 110, variable length decoders 1 12a-1 12d, and IDCT 
1 14a-1 14d for dividing an input signal into a plurality of contiguous segments, each of 
the segments has an active video portion and vertical blanking interval (col. 5, line 64, to 
col. 6, line 34), which meet the dividing step as claimed, motion compensation 
processors 1 16a-1 16d and interpolation filter 1 18 for processing the pixel data (col. 6, 
lines 44-64), which meet the processing step as claimed, a section-raster to high 
definition raster converter 120 for combining various interpolated section signals to 
produce samples representing the luminance signal and two color difference signals in 
a second format (col. 6, line 65, to col. 7, line 5), which meets the combining step as 
claimed. It should be noted that there is a processing delay in both the motion 
compensators 116a-116d and the interpolation filter 118 since the processing speed of 
the processors are limited. That is why a programmable delay 452 (Figure 4) is 
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installed in luminance output line of the interpolator in order to compensate the 
processing delay of the chrominance signal. The delay is ranged from the inherent 
processing delays of all circuits plus the field delay inherently included in the 2:1 vertical 
interpolation circuit 441 . The vertical interpolation circuit 441 delays the incoming 
signals by at least one field in order to perform the vertical interpolation operation which 
clearly. This delay clearly meets the amount of time represented by the active video 
portion as claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8, and 11-14 are allowed. 

4. Claim 10 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does 
not teach or suggest the formatter, the plurality of processors, and the multiplexer as 
recited in claim 1 , the formatter, the plurality of format converters, and multiplexer as 
recited in claim 2, the input formatter, the first and second format converters, and the 
multiplexer as recited in claim 8, and adjusting step as recited in claim 10, the dividing 
step, the converting steps, and the combining step as recited in claims 1 1 and 13.
